To-day the reservoirs of the Island of Hong Kong are almost one- 
third full and the water position is no worse than in 1922 when the 
shortage was rather acute and restrictions had to be enforced, but 
when there was no ultimate cause for undue panic. 

Through the cumulative effect of the rain which fell the night 
before last and continued yesterday, this morning has produced the

A note of warning has to. be 
sounded, however, to supplement 
the appeal of the Chinese members 
of the Legislative Council for 
strict economy: The official view 
is that 12 hours’ supsly daily 
through the street fountains, with 
no supplies through taps ih rider 
main districts yet, is the “mini- 
mum adequate supply” for the 
public. No great hardship, it is 
considered, is impased by present 
conditions which, yesterday,. when 
the decision was made, could not 
be guaranteed for ‘any consider- 
able period.

Smiling Faces 


A tour of the queues in differ- 
ent part8 of the. city led to the 
sight of smiling faces everywhere, 
many of the ladies showing that 
they now have time to pay atten- 
tion to their appearances as. well, 
while waiting, and not a few car- 
ried multi-coloured umbrellas. 


After 8 a.m. when, on previous 
days the fountains were. turned 
off, a few who had not heard were 
surprised to see water still avail- 
able. One old man thought that 
a fire “had broken out. Whenever 
the Fire Brigade were at work on 
an outbreak during the last few 
weeks, water was to be had out 
of official hours. So he began to 
look for his tins which, he thought, 
had been moved up the queue. 
He was just in time to see a man 
walking off with his receptacles— 
and several others as well. The 
alarm was raised. Then began 
-the pursuit, bamboo poles being 
used freely. The culprit escaped 
after jettisoning his ill-gotten 


Towards noon, most of the 
queues were non-existent, except 
for the dozen or so tine around 
each fountain. A few were still 
80 feet long, but people had begun 
to disdain the ‘“tmust be boiled” 
water from the nullahs and 
ravines, although a few adventur- 
ous spirits persisted in going’ to 
the upper levels to get. as they 
declared they preferred, “mountain: 
water.”

BETWEEN WwUuCHOW AND THE 
COLONY 


paue IN LI LUGGAGE 


That there is a syndicate at 
work at present smuggling opium 
from Wuchow to. Hong. Kong. ‘on 


cannot for obvious’ reasons be dis- 
closed at present, was made evident 


this morning when Revenue Officer |. 


Grimmitt charged a Chinese woman 
and three men, all passengers from 
Wuchow, with the unlawful posses- 
sion of large quantities of raw 
non-Government opium, which was 
concealed in their luggage. 

The case was heard by Mr. E. W. 
Hamilton, acting First Magistrate. 

The woman _ had the largest 
quantity of opium. She was 
charged with regard to 732 tsels 
concealed in the false bottom of six 
baskets. 

The women said that the baskets 
were left in her charge by friends 
to bring down to Hong Kong; only 
one small basket was her own. 
She admitted, however, that she 
knew of the presence of opium in 
one large basket. . 


This basket, with its . bottom 
ripped open, -was exhibited by Mr. 
Grimmitt, who said hat: 150. taels 
-were.concealed in it. 

The , Magistrate convicted with 
regard to this Jot of opium only 
and fined defendant $1,000 or four 
months’.-hard labour. All the 
opium seized, however, was oraered 
to be confiscated. 

The Revenue Officer then produe- 
ed_acake of wax and said that some 
opium was first found in the wax 


| and this led to a thorough: search of 


accused’s luggage when the other 
drug was brought to light, 
Liable to $18,640 Fine 
A discussion followed as to the 
amount of fine. which the woman 
would have had to pay “for all the 
opium, and after’ some rgleulati 


Mr. Hamilton said that. the ‘total 


amount of the fines would have been 
$18,640 if she had ‘been convicted 
of possession of all the opium. 

However, his .Worship remarked 
that apparently the woman had as 
much chance of paying $18,000 odd 
as $1,000." 

Mr. Grimmitt said that the only 
difference was fiat she would have 
had to serve the maximum sentence 
of 12 months’ imprisonment. 

Mr. Hamilton: But she is only 
a carrier 7—Yes, but there. is a 
syndicate behind this. 1 would not 
like to mention the name of the ship 
because we hope to get some more 
of the stuff. Opium had been com. 
ing in pretty large quantities on 
this ‘ship lately, and there is no 
-doubt that this woman is working 
for the syndicate engaged in the 
smuggling. 

His Worship: ~You-do not eug- 
gest that she isa member of this 
gang and.is sharing in the pro- 
fits No, 

The Magistrate said that in that 
ease he was satisfied. that the fine 
imposed would meet. the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

._ Three Men Remanded 

-Four men described by . Mr. 
Grimmitt sa members of the same 
gang, also passengers’ on the same 
ship, were then charged ‘with the 
Possession of various quantities of 
illicit opium: totalling 150 taels.

iin every State, being mainly based on 


British legislation of 50 years - ago. 
The chief defect is the ‘absence of any 
legislation in New South Walesa. 

There has been a remarkable recent 
growth in Australia of new life assur- 
‘ance companies, Every care, the 
memorandum’ adds, must be taken’ to 
prevent the loss of savings entrusted to 
Such organisations, and avoid a severe 
check on the thrift of the community 
which might result from the financial 
failure of some of these “bodies in- 
securely or fraudulently organised. 

_ With 2 view to avoiding constitu- 
tional difficulties, the Commonwealth 
Government suggests that the States 
should repeal existing legislation, ex- 
cept in the case of State-owned life 
assurance. The only State conducting 
such business is Queensland.

THE SEA” 


BRAVE DEED RECALLED 

In the June number of the “Railway 
and* Marine News”. .(a Seattle publi- 
cation) is the following under, the 
heading of “A Paladin of the Sea”:— 

In the rescue last February of the 
personnel of the steamer “Alloway,” 
Gelpless on the rocky lee shore of 
Unimak Strait in the Aleutians ard 
at the merey of an icy gale of wind, 
Capt. Richard J. Healy and his crew 


| of the American vessel “Montauk” per- 


formed an act of heroism worthy, of 
the best traditions of the sea, so pro- 
lifie in stories of the splendid unselfish- 
ness under stress of the men who 
bring together. the peoples of the «world. 

Official recognition was not aceord- 
ed Captain Healy until last. month 
when as a-guest at luncheon of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce he was 


presented with a hunting case pocket |. 


watch in the name of Maritime Asso- 
ciation of Seattle, the Chamber of 
Commerce and .the Merchant’s Ex- 
change. The hero of that sea reseue 
had just returned from the Far East 


-|on his first trip since the memorable 


feat. and maritime and civic leaders 
took the first opportunity to honour 
him. e é 

The act of heroism so performed by 


a Seattle sailor and so commemorated: 


was one that ranks with those record- 
ed in the brave annals of the sea, 
Briefly the story follows. : 

Throughout -the day of February 9 
last the American Mail Line freighter, 
bound to Japan from Seattle with lum- 
ber was struggling through a full gale 
of wind off the Aleutian Islands. An 
S OS call was received from the 
“Alloway,” also bound out of the 
North-east to Japan with lumber, - 

The Search - : 

Captain Healy turned the North- 
cast to Japan course to search for the 
distressed ship which, however, was 
not located until the following day, 
during the morning ‘of which the gale 
had hiled, 

By noon, neverthelesa, the wind had 
inereased to half a gale and by four 
that afternoon there was blowing a 
howling storm. In the’ meantime, an 
attempt at towirg-. was determined 
upon, the vessels being then off Unimak 
Island under a dangerously high shore; 
eliffs running up a thousand feet and 
apparently inaccessible to anything 
but a bird. : 

In placing the hawser, Captain 
Healy. declared as fine a bit of seaman-- 
ship was performed by his officers as 
ever he has witnessed: at sea. A deck 
Joad of ‘lumber, partly covered the 
stern of the “Montauk” and the bitts 
to which the hawser must be attached 


were hidden and “had to be dived for|_ 


under breaking seas. This part of the 
work was under the charge of the chief 
officer, Fred H. Rylander aided by a 
young cadet on his. first voyage off- 
shore, T. A. Borschell who, notwith- 
standing, worked with the will of a 
veteran, and a deck hand. - 3 

Then the hawser had to be placed 
on the “Alloway,” the men of the 
“Montauk” working to their waists in 
water, The slightest mistake on the 
part of the. bridge officers, Captain 
Healy himself and his second Officer, 


A. L. Herre, or on the part of the en- 


}gine crew would have meant the loss 


of every life on that adventurous cockle 
shell with the hawser. Previously, 
Captain Healy had called into confer. | 
ence his chief engineer, Roy Dudley, 
who instantly co-operated, placing a 
double shift on duty on the labouring 
engines, and saying, characteristically, 
“Tf you want an extra kick, just give 
me the jingle, and I'l! give her the 


gun!” 
The Towing 
At last the hawser was passed and 
then came the task of towing in that 
tempestuous water. A course was set 
for Dutch Harbour as the nearest 
available port. The gale continued and 
then—the hawser parted! Captain 
Throckmorton of the “AUoway” drop- 
‘ped its anchor -which began to drag, 
The vessels were then under the 
shadow of the gigantic cliffs of Unimak 
Island. If the anehor continued to 
drag, under the pelting of the wind and 
waves, the “Alloway” would prove ‘a 
total wreck within ‘fifteen: or twenty. 
minutes. It was then. determined to 
abandon the vessel. 
At first the “Montauk” tried to ap- 
elose enough to 


permit of the transfer being made, 
This proved impossible, the “Montauk” 
suffering some damage, The life boats 
were manned and the young officers and 
men, regardless of the threatening, un- 
sealable cliffs, adventured forth, the 
“Monteuk”: stending by. Ina -few 
minutes, every soul, thirty-three in all, 
had been transferred with’ the excep- 
tion of one, who insisted on remaining 
aboard, and who afterward was mira. 


eulously rescued ‘by the coast guard, - |. 


-The rescued were landed. at Dutch’ 
FSarbour, ‘the “Montauk” proceeding on 
her voyage, the naval units at Cordova, 
St.: Paul ‘and Dutch Harbour seomple 
ing the work thus:nobly begun, 2

cause {{ was not “necessary, He was 
ever in the thick of whatever was do- 
ing in any place. Anything, “every- 
thing, was his personal job. At least, 
“he mage it so.” e 

So epeaks this quiet-appearing sailor, 
ignoring self and putting forward hig 
crew, Pressed as to why he did not 
shrink from so appalling a call of duty 
he said -with a smile, “Well, I'm Irish 
and afraid of ghosts. I would never 
have dared to again sail the Pacific if 
those men had drowned.” aS 

The Rescue of the “Alloway” 

_The following comment, under the 
above heading also appears in the 
same issue:— : : 
‘Thirty-three. members of the - crew 
of the ili-fated “Alloway,” wrecked in 
the Aleutians, owe their lives to the 
bravery and persistent. devotion of the 
personnel of the American Mail liner, 
“Montatk,” under the command of 
Captain Richard J. Healy, whose 
initiative began the’ work and -whose 
iron will carried it through to a suc- 
cessful finish. A: moment’s mistake, an 
unchancy shift in the direction of the 
gale, and the commander would have 
lost the lives of his crew, to say no- 
thing of his own or of the doom of his 


vessel under a rockbound-and inaccessi- 
ble coast. Even if spared by fate, a 
decision of a mistaken judgment after- 
wards delivered, would have spoiled 
forever a career. It would have been 
human if Captain Healy had failed to 
rrespond to increasing demands of the 
eceasion, when every moment Seemed 
worse than that which preceded; it was 
more than human not only in that he 
persisted but much more in that he 
was able to carry with him the whole- 
hearted co-operation of his offcers and 
men, Men will ever: follow one that 
will lead, but then he must be a leader, 
not an armehair director. Nothing is 
more hopeful for the traditiona. of the 
American merchant marine, than this 
continuation of the noble deeds of the 
past. It is not the inanimate but the 
animate which is the motive power 
(without which nothing is) of man-

SHIPBUILDING AND WHALING 
-. . ENTERPRISE °. 


It is a matter of remark just now 
that, one way and another, the whal- 
ing business is contributing a good deal 
of work to the shipbuilding industry. 
The launch of - the whale oil factory 


“Kosmos” from the yard of Messrs. |. 


Workman, Clark and Company alone is 
an item’ of importance in this’ con- 
nection, for she is a large and costly 
ship, involving: special equipment and 
& great deal of work. In spite of her 
nove! features, her builders have suc- 
ceeded in putting her into-the water 
in remarkably quick time, and hope to 
hand her over to her owners ready for 
sea in. the carly days of. August. But 
important. as she is, the “Kosmos” is 
only. one item in the  bateh of work 
now on hand for the Antarctic whaling 
service. Another whale oil factory of 
similar size and. design is-on hand’on 
the Tyne by Sir W. G. Armstrong 
Whitworth and Co., Ltd., to whom the 
contract is also one of outstanding im- 
portance. These two. vessels, indeed, 
are the first-of their kind whieh have 
been specially built for the purpose. 


-In addition, however, there are two 


vessels to be “converted” into whale oil 
factories—one the old. White Star liner 
“Medic” (now the . “Hektoria”) by 
Palmer’s. Shipbuilding. and Iron : Co. 
and the other the oil tanker “San 
Patricio,” by Messrs. Cammell Laird 
and Co.—both interesting -jobs, though 
by no -meana unique, since work of the 
kind has been done before, especially on 
the North-East Coast. “Finally, there 
fre in process of building on the Tees, 
by Smith’s Dock:.Co., seven whele 
eatchers, which ,in addition to six com- 
pleted recently, will be:attached to the 
mother ships described. Thus, at pre- 
sent, nine new ships and: two conver- 
sion jobs aré’on hand in British yards 
for the — Antarctic whaling’ service.—

’ PAYING THE PENALTY OF 
POPULARITY . 

GOOD FOR GAMES ? 

Is modern publicity’ good for 
games or has it become: a spoil- 
sport? asks the “Athletie News." 
Publicity has brought popularity. 
For popularity there are penalties 
to pay, . All the great national 
games. are’ Having to faee this 
question. The Rugby -Union game 
has been urged to do this and that 
in order to speed up and brighten 
play. Their reply is a rigid ad- 
herence to the principle of study- 
-ing the player first, Rugby, how- 
ever, being an all-amateur game, 
has to contend’ with comparatively 
few of the problems that are aris- 
ing as the result of: the develop- 
ment of sport as a spectacle. 

The professional sports feel the 
fuller influences of modern pub- 
licity and, on the whole, gain more 
than they lose from the searchlight 
that is turned on their affairs and 
from the’ inevitable exaggeration 
and sensationalism that spring 
from competition. . 


Soccer and Spectacle 


_Games in which professionals | 


take part must consider the public 
and safeguard the spectacular side. 
Association football drastically 
changed one of its most important 
laws—the off-side law—four years 
ago in order-to provide more attPac: 
tive play. It was preceded by a 
Press campaign, because the 
columns of the newspapers. voice 
the opinion of the public and the 
game as a whole. é 

This change was made primarily 
for the benefit of the public,.ie., 
in order to improve the attractive- 
ness. of play to the spectator. It 
took away. some of the liberties of 
the defender. It relieved the 
difficulties of the forward because 
the game more and more was being 
held up by stoppages due to the 
wholesale adoption of: the off-side 
trap. oa 7 

The same problem is now harass- 
ing the rulers of county cricket. 
The. sport slipped into. a groove. 
Play began to lose a good deal of 
its colour because. the batsmen be- 
came superior, for one reason or 
another, ‘to the bowler. The 
columns of the newspapers. reflect- 
ed the growing unrest, and county 
cricket, having a considerable pro- 
fessional organisation to maintain, 
had to consider. the question of.the 
slow rate of scoring and the exces- 
sive number of unfinished matches.

“Olsen will be on the “Empress of 
Asia,” Yokohama bound, while 
Maiulari will be on the “Empress 
of Franée, Victoria bound. The 
Passengers on both vessels are in- 
tensely interested in the extraor- 
dinary race and hundreds of radio- 
grams pertaining to the Olsen- 
Maiullari contest have been filed 
for exchange between ships on 
Thursday and Friday. Many of 
these. messages will contain offers 
and acceptances of Wagers on the 
outcome of the race. There is 
much betting on both ships and-at 
the present writing Maiullari isthe 
favourite at odds of 10 to 8. 

A well-known Australian book- 
maker on board the “Empress of 
Asia” has offered to wager £200 at 
even morey, that. Olsen and 
Maiullari will not be more than 12 
hours apart, in elapsed time at the 
finish. : 

Every indication points to the 
fact that Olsen will have to hustle 
in. order to win the ‘unique super- 
marathon which is causing tremen- 
‘dous discussion and. bitter rivalry 
between the Italian and.

SECRET OF GOOD REPRODUC- 
TION 


“COMBINATION QUESTION 


One of the greatest problems 
which those who produce portable 
and-small self-contained receivers 
have to’ face is how to combine good 
quality of reproduction ‘and low 
battery maintenance costs, writes 
W, James in “Morning Post.” 

It isan easy matter to obtain one 
of these at the expense of ‘the other 
for, as I have so often explained, 


‘the quality of the reproduction is 


largely dependent upon the size of 
the last valve included’ in the re- 
ceiver and the amount-of the high 
tension with which it is supplied. 
‘In order to. be tolerably certain 
of good ‘quality it is, therefore, only 
necessary to make certain that the 
last stage in the receiver is a good 
one supplied with: ample high ten- 
sion. This is no solution to the 
problem in the case of compact re- 
ceivers. Batteries have to be limit-; 
ed in size, with the result the 


P| amount of the high tension current 


that may be taken from the battery 
is also restricted. 

For the quality to be acceptable 
the volume must, of course, be suffi- 
cient for the listener to hear com- 
fortably and there must be the 
minimum of distortion in the re- 
ceiver. 

The Last Valve | 

Much. depends upon the loud 
speaker, but it does not mattér how 
good the loud speaker and the re- 
ceiver as a whole may be if the 
last valve is too small or if it is not 
supplied with sufficient “high ten- 
sion,the quality cannot be good. 

A goodmethod of dealing with ! 
the problem is to-build the last 
stage first. .The size of the high 
tension battery is easily fixed as it 
has to fit into a case,.and it will 
havé a voltage of approximately 
120. The economical discharge 
rate of the battery may be 10 mii- 


-|liamperes or a little less, depending 


upon the type. 

It is therefore necessary to- de- 
cide -how much current may be 
passed through the power valve of 
the receiver in order that reason- 
able volume may be obtained with- 
out the distortion which will be 
produced by overloading.; ‘This 
will fix the size of the valve 
and its grid bias and, by 
arranging for a sensitive loud 
speaker of good tone to be used, 
the last stage is complete. 

_ Some loud speakers are much 
more sensitive than others and 
there are wide.tonal differences, 
with the result that the designer 
ia forced to compromise. Having 
decided that, say, seven of the total

the last stage, the remainder of the 
receiver has to be dealt with along 
lines that will result in sufficient 
Magnification, with freedom from 
bad distortion, being obtained.

additional cost, it is considered bet-! 
ter to employ only. four valves, one j 
of which is of the shielded type for; 
high frequency amplification. _ 

Experiments indicate that ‘one 
good stage of high frequency am- 
plification incorporating a shielded, 
valve provides more magnification 
than the two stages fitted with or- 
dinary valves, Those who require 
a rather better performance than is 
provided by the ur zal inexpensive 
five-valve._. portable, therefore, 
generally use one shielded valve 
stage, a detector, and two low-fre' 
quency amplifiers, making four 
valves in all,,as compared with five. 

Four Valye Sets 

The four-valve set costs the 
manufacturer more to produce than 
the five, and there is an additional 
tuning control. Hence it is not a 
‘competitor of the five-valve port- 
able. It is a rather better class of: 
set, providing better quality of re- 
production. Stations are received 
without forcing, and maintenance 
is simplified, as the stability of the 
receiver is not affected by slight 
differences in battery voltages or 
valves. Hl
